CALIFORNIA. 


R ailroad C om m issioners—A Sheriff Jailed 
—D ividend D eclared—In v alid Election. 
S an F ran cisco , June 7th.—At a meeting 
of the Railroad Commissioners to day a peti­ 
tion was received from San Rafael to rescind 
the order redncing the fare on steamers from 
San Francisco to 25 cents. This is owing to 
the fact that on the reduction the company 
put on cheaper and slower boats. Action 
was deferred till the July meeting. Com­ 
plaints were received from Solano, Contra 
Costa and San Bernardino shippers of dis­ 
crimination and nneqnal charges on merchan­ 
dise of similar values. Kales were adopted 
for the government of the Board and guidance 
of shippers in making complaints. 
Judge Halsey to-day sent Sheriff Desmond 
to jail for 60 days, and imposed $100 fine for 
contempt of Court, in refusing to deliver cer­ 
tain property seized on attachment at the 
order of the Court. 
Silver King declares a dividend of 25 cents. 
Judge Sullivan rendered a decision this 
morning on the petition of G. F. Glover to 
have the election of Directors of the Mount 
Potoei Consolidated Mining Company of 
September last declared void. The Court 
decided that ths election of A. J. Holmes, 
S. B. Boswell, Calvert Meaie, R. E. Wilson 
and C. G. Strong, held on the 22J of Septem­ 
ber, was illegal, and their offices vacant. 
Other points in the petition will be heard 
Jnly 11th. 
Shocking A ccident—D eath of n P ro m i­ 
nent Citizen. 
Los A ngeles, June 7th.—Bruce McHugh, 
an employe of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, engaged in distributing material 
for the construction of a new line hence to 
Tucson, A. T., was run over by the cars near 
Los Palmas yesterday. Both legs were cut 
off. He lived about six hours. Physicians 
were sent from Colton, but did not reach him 
before his death. It is thought he came from 
Illinois. 
Colonel B. C. Whiting, an old citizen and 
prominent lawyer, died at his residence in 
this city this morning, aged 69 years. Colo­ 
nel Whiting came to California overland in 
1849, and practiced law in San Francisco for 
a number of years. In 1861 he was ap­ 
pointed United States District Attorney for 
the Southern District of California, and held 
that office until the consolidation of the 
United States Courts. He was then ap­ 
pointed Superintendent of Indian Affairs for 
California, a position which he held until the 
office was abolished. For several years past 
he held the office of United States Commis­ 
sioner for the Southern District. The Courts 
were closed to-day out of respect to his mem­ 
ory. His death was caused by fatty degen­ 
eration of the heart._____ 
I'nlverslly o r C alifornia. 
S an F ran cisco . June 7th.—At a meeting 
of the Regents of the University of Cali­ 
fornia to-day, the resignation of President 
Le Conte was accepted, to take effect August 
1st. A resolution cf students of the class of 
1881, accusing Professors Moses and Sill of 
seeking to oust Le Conte and Welcker, was 
tabled. It was resolved that the Presidential 
office he separated from any special chair in 
the University ; that the instructor of physics 
and mechanics bs merged with that of Su­ 
perintendent of physical labor, in the person 
of F. S. Slate, Jr., the present Superintend­ 
ent; that the chair of mathematics, the of­ 
fices of instructors in Spini«h, Hebrew and 
chemistry be declared vacant, and so remain. 
The new scale of salaries proposed was re­ 
ferred to a special committee. The resigna­ 
tion of Secretary Stearns was accepted, and 
the Board adjourned without going into an 
election for President. 


R ep u b lican C ounty C om m ittee. 
San F ran cisco , June 7th.—At a meeting 
of the Republican County Cemmittee this 
evening a resolution was adopted to the effect 
that the committee has no desire to perpetu­ 
ate itself in power, and therefore that no 
member be eligible to re-election by the Nom­ 
inating Convention called by the committee. 
The committee also gave its reasons for nom­ 
inating the County Convention instead of 
calling primaries, which were, in brief, that 
if primaries were called the “ boys” would 
get control of them and put up a Convention 
that would fail to subserve the true interests 
of the party and city. 
The G ray B u rd e r T rial-C lo sing of the 
Prosecution anil O pening of tbe De­ 
fense—C hurch Fair. 
R edw ood C ity, June 7th.—In the Gray 
murder trial this moraiog the argument on 
the admissibility of tbe dying evidence of 
Glancey wag resumed by Jones on the part cf 
the people, and Thornton for the defense. 
The argument occupied a great portion of the 
forenoon. Judge Head decided to admit the 
dying statement, which witness John P. 
Stearns proceeded to repeat substantially as 
in the former trial. 
Geo. P. Tebbetts and Marion Lloyd fully 
corroborated Mr. Stearns regarding tbe dy­ 
ing statement of Glancey. Mr. Lloyd was 
with Glancey during the night preceding his 
death. His testimony is very strong, and was 
not introduced at the former trial. Lloyd 
received a statement from Glancey near mid­ 
night stronger than the one made to Stearns 
and Tebbetts, because made under even more 
solemn circumstances. Glancey declared him­ 
self unarmed, and said he had never carried 
weapons since he was in the army. Witness 
was a schoolmate of Glancey in their boy­ 
hood. 
The prosecution closed at 3 o’clock, and 
Canfield made the opening argument for the 
defense. 
Thomas Nixon, for the defense, testified as 
to the course the bullet made in the door 
jamb before entering Glancey’s body. A sec­ 
tion of the door jainb taken from the Occi­ 
dental Hotel was introduced and identified, 
showing the mark made by the ballet. 
Judge D. P. Hatch and wife, of Santa 
Barbara, were in Court to-day. Fewer visit­ 
ors were present than heretofore. The jury 
attended the circus last evening. 
The Episcopal Church fair begins here to­ 
night, and continues three days. 
H ines Shut D ow n. 
North San J oan, June 7th.—All the 
minea of note on this ridge have been shut 
down by order of the Courts, causing a great 
depression of feeling among the people on the 
ridge, especially among the business’ classes. 
Should hydraulic mining come to an end, it 
would result in the entire depopulation of 
this section of the State.

Already everybody who wants office, and 
everybody who wants to name candidates, 
haa begun to denounce every body else as 
corruptionists. 
In short, the usual game 
of mutual abuse and reckless accusation is 
in full blast, and the bewildered taxpay­ 
ers arc very naturally in doubt as to who 
are really their friends. The facts that the 
people wiio shriek most shrilly about the 
wickedness of their neighbors are in sev­ 
eral prominent instances notorious for their 
absolute lack of character, and that the 
czuse of “ reform ” is championed by the 
most venal advocates, are calculated to 
increase the confusion. 
Out of it all, in 
tne course of some two months and a half, 
a new municipal adm inistration will be 
evolved, and when it has been in office six 
weeks it will be discovered, in all prob­ 
ability, that it is very like the present one.

LEVEES AND DRAINAGE. 


Opinions of Engineers Upon the Plans to 
be Voted Upon. 


W ith a view to ascertain and give to the 
public the opinions of engineers who have 
examined the subject cf the city levees and 
drainage, and the plans to be subm itted to a 
vote of the electors of the city on the 15th 
inst. for adoption or rejection, interviews 
were yesterday held w ith C ity Engineer L. 
F . Bassett, County Engineer J , C. Pierson, 
and J . R. W ilkinson, Resident Engineer of 
the Central Pacific Railroad. 
M r. Bassett 
was first visited, and in answer to questions 
propounded gave his views as follows : 
Question—U nder the plan adopted by the 
Board of City Trustees, to be subm itted at 
the coming election, it is proposed “ to raise 
with earth the levee from Y to R, and from 
Seventh to Brighton, to a uniform grade of 
at least four feet at the lowest point above 
high-water m ark of 1881.” Please state how 
much the present levees will have to be raised 
to bring them to th at hight. 
■ 
Answer—A t Y street the levee will have to 
be raised three fe et; 500 feet ahove, nothing; 
at the gas works, nothing; at R street, about 
21 feet, and at P and L streets, about 
three feet. 
Along the river front from P 
street to I street the bulkhead on the east 
Bide of the street ranges from 2 | feet to 31 
feet above the high water of last winter. 
From Front and I to Seventh and D the 
levee is of the full width of the filled grounds 
about the railroad shops and depot and of 
sufficient hight. 
A t Seventh street the raise 
will be about one foot, and from thence to 
American river railroad bridge the raise will 
amount to from six to eighteen inches. Be­ 
yond the American river bridge no raising is 
contemplated. 
This will make the levee four 
feet above high water at Seventh street and 
rising gradually to six feet above at the 
American river bridge. 
Q —In regard to the drainage, what is the 
present condition of the drainage canal, and 
what further work and cost would bo neces­ 
sary to make the present system afford the 
necessary drainage for sewage and surface 
water? 
A .—No further amount of work on the 
canal will give us any improvement in our 
sewerage, and no further amount of work 
will improve our outlets for surface water. 
About ail that can be done irum Jiately at 
the gates of the city has been iLue, and 
work upon the lower parls of the canal will 
only benefit the low lauds between here and 
Snodgrass slough. 
Q.—How near to completion is the drain­ 
age canal ? 
A .—Probably abont one-fifth of the cost of 
making the canal finally effective for drain­ 
ing the surface water from the city and the 
county below has been paid on work done in 
the past three years. 
Q.—How much has been expended upon 
the canal since the city commenced work 
upon it three years ago ? 
A .—Over $30,000. 
Q.—W hat work remains to be done to 
make it thoroughly effective ? 
A .—To

opposite Courtland ; to put in a larger fl >od- 
gate at th at p o in t; to rebuild the old railroad 
embankment back of Freeport where washed 
out last winter ; to put in a new flood-gate at 
that p o in t; to build a considerable number 
of bridges; to rebuild several th at were 
washed out last winter, and to clean out the 
• canal immediately below the city, where a 
deposit of from two to three feet of sewage 
m atter has already been made. 
This can 
only be done by turning the sewage for sev­ 
eral weeks into the lake from Seventh and 
It to Eighth and Q streets, and opposite the 
cemetery, and making a cesspool of it, while 
the deposit in the canal has time to dry out, 
so th at it can be shoveled. 
Q.—Of what nature is the work remaining 
to be done in grading the canal ? 
A .—Most of what remains to be done will 
have to be done with a dredging machine, as 
it is in the swamps and tule?, and below the 
natural level of the water in the ground. 
A 
large portion of it, too, is in hardpan (or bed­ 
rock), and will have to bo blas’ed, and much 
of the way the water will have to bs pumped 
out while it is being done. 
Q —W hen ail of this woik is completed, 
will the country below U3 be effectually 
drained winter and summer ? 
A .—No ; not other than at present during 
the rainy season. The water from the plains, 
and sipage from the river, will fill the Beveral 
pockets until high enough to run ont over the 
back-water from the 
San 
Joaquin and 
Mokelnmne rivers. 
Q —W hat is the distance from Sacramento 
to the lowest point at which w -rk would have 
to be done, and the amount of fall ? 
A .—The distance is from 29 to 25 miles. 
The available fall is from six to seven feet, 
counting from the bottom of the sewer at 
Sixth and Y streets. 
Q.—U nder the proposed plan of pumping 
the sewage and drainage water, upon which 
an estimated cost of $29,000 is made, what 
capacity of pnmp3 would be obtained ? 
A .—The works upon which estimates have 
been based are for 200 horse-power, for 
maximum work during winter, and from 8 to 
10 horse-power during the summer ; the work 
for ten months of the year to be done in ten 
or twelve hours, and a reservoir of sufficient 
capacity constructed to hold the Bewage of 
the night, so th at for most of the time it 
would be necessary to have only one en­ 
gineer and one fireman. 
The amount of 
power that is required can be obtained ap­ 
proximately, as follows: We have five sew­ 
ers at present constructed, discharging at 
Sixth and R streets. 
Two are of 16 inch and 
three of 18 inch diameter. The e sew ers ore 
h id so as to flow at the rate of two feet per 
secand. 
Calliug the sewers all 20 inches in 
diameter and two feet flow per second, would 
give us 14 580,000 gallonR for twenty-four 
hours, equal to 121,500,000 pounds. 
From 
the bottom of the sewer a t Sixth and R 
street! to high water in the river, 18 feet; 
friction head for 
forcing 15,000.000 gal­ 
lons 
through 
a 
3-foot 
pipe, 
3.2 feet, 
making a total head 
to work against 
of 21.2 feet. 
To lift 1.5,000,000 «gainst 21 2 
feet head and overcome friction in discharge- 
pipe would require 51 horse power; and I 
have considered th at four times that, or 
about 200 horse power, 
would he ample 
allowance for all emergencies and make a 
large provision for the growth of the city 
and extension of the sewers. 
For ten months 
of the year the discharge under the present 
circumstances will not amount to over 1,000.­ 
000 ga'dons, and theoretically les3 than 4- 
horse power will raise this against a head cf 
20 feet and overcome friction of discharge 
Dip*. 
‘ Q.—About w hat would be the cost of run­ 
ning auch works ? 
A .—I have estimated as follows ;

And I think it will be a long time before it 
will come up to that figure. 
CJ.—Do you think this system would give 
any better djrainage than by the canal ? 
_ 
A .—I t cannot fail to do so. 
Beside it will 
place us in a position where we can at any 
time make such improvements as are needed 
in our sewerage system. 
I t will be the first 
step in th at direction, after which the balance 
can be carried out as fast as the means can 
be provided, and, as I hope to be able to 
prove hereafter, at far less cost than is gener­ 
ally anticipated and with results the most 
satisfactory. 
Q.—How have you arrived at the estimated 
cost of $29,000? " 
A .—By c .nsulting with those in Sacra­ 
mento who have a knowledge of such things, 
and by communicating with m anufacturers in 
the EaRt. 
Mr. Pierson replied to interrogatories as 
follows : 
Q.—W hat are yonr views upon the propo­ 
sition of facing the outer slope or river side 
of the city levees with cobble cr rubble stone, 
as p r plan to be voted upon at this coming 
election ? 
A .—I think the plan proposed entails a 
greater expense than is warranted by the 
conditions surrounding the north levee. 
The 
need of stone protection does not exist either 
in fact or iu the mind of the careful ob­ 
server. I am convinced from personal obser­ 
vation of the former nod by converse with a 
Ttnmber of prominent men who uoder.tand 
the situntnn of the latter. 
Nowhere is the 
levee subjected to the action of heavy waves— 
the only condition, in my opinion, that war­ 
rants snch a plan at so great a cost as pro­ 
posed, viz., $100,000. 
B ut were it necessary 
to tr.ako use rf the Rtone protection I would 
be in favor of using qouiry stone only, 
cobbles being too light and too easily moved 
from position to be of any value. ^ Larve 
blocks, the refuse from granite quarries, laid 
as ia a wall, under the direction of a skillful 
stonemason, experience has shown.ia the only 
method which is permanently successful. 
Q.—W hat would be the effect of building 
trash spur-work a t intervals along the out­ 
side cf the north levee, to check the current 
nnd widen thp base of the levee by causing a 
deposit of sediment ? 
A .—From observations during the highest 
w ater of last w inter I conclude th a t there ia 
not a sufficient amount of sediment carried 
by the water in the immediate vicinity of the 


levee to cause any appreciable amount of 
filling or widening of the levee base in this 
m anner, w ith the exception of about fifteen 
hundred feet, beginning at the head of Burns 
slough. There is little or no current along the 
levee, therefore the sediment is not carried 
against the Jevee, but is left where the cur­ 
rent is first diminished. 
From Burns slough 
up there is a large reservoir formed by a thick 
growth of brush along the river bank on the 
one side, and the levee on the other. 
The 
waters of this reservoir are nearly at rest, 
consequently carry no sediment. 
The outlet 
is along the levee from Burns slough down, 
and here for a distance of 1,500 feet there is 
a Btrong current, but the water is nearly free 
from sediment. 
Q.—W hat point or points do you consider 
the weakest in the levee, and how would you 
treat them ? 
A .—The point I have just referred to—that 
is, from the crossing of Bum s slough, down 
for fifteen hundred feet—the current is quite 
strong along the base of the levee. 
I t can 
easily be protected, first, by cutting channels 
through the brush, leading from the levee to 
tho river, and by brush obstructions to throw 
the current away from the levee ; secondly, 
by a revetment-work on the slope of the levee 
built of willow brush, in addition to planting 
Bermuda grass ; this will afford a certain and 
cheap protection. 
A t a point opposite M rs. 
W aldron’s place the river is fast approaching 
the levee, and unless checked, will, in a short 
time, prove a serious menace to the security 
of th at portion of the levee. 
I t can be pre­ 
vented from further encroachments by a sys­ 
tem of brush spur dams, constructed in such 
a manner as to throw the current away from 
the bank. 
The only other weak point, in my 
estimation, is th at portion of the levee across 
the Norristown tract, where the levee is con­ 
structed of red earth, and has a steep Blope 
on the river side. 
This should be reinforced 
with sediment, and, as has been suggested, 
planted with Bermuda grass, which will 
afford a sufficient protection, 
Q.—W hat do you regard the present con­ 
dition of the city drainage canal, and what, 
if anything, is necessary to make it sufficient 
to carry off the city sewage and surface drain­ 
age, and can that he successfully done ? 
A .—In its unfinished condition it affords 
hut poor facilities for drainage, and when 
finished to Snodgrass Blough will not be as 
effective as the needs of the city require, 
while there is a strong possibility of inter­ 
ference w ith the outlet of Snodgrass slough 
from the deposit of mining debris brought 
down by the Cosumnes river. 
Q.—W hat is your opinion of the proposed 
plan of pumping the sewage and drainage 
water of tho city ? 
A .—T hat eventually the city must depend 
on a system of pumping to secure drainage, 
seems to me inevitable. 
How far the sum 
asked for, for this purpose, will go toward 
the commencement of this system I have not 
estimated, but I would advise the commence­ 
ment of such works that will prove effectual, 
when completed, iu pumping all the sewage 
m atter and drainage water of the city either 
into the river or into a canal constructed on 
a higher grade than the present canal. 
Q —W hat about the city helping to build 
the levee from Y street to F reep o rt; w hat is 
your judgment about that? 
A .—That if the city is to depend on the 
present canal for drainage purposes, it is to 
its interest to protect the canal from over- 
fl >w from the river and so avoid pumping at 
Y street by helping to build the levee from 
Y street to Freeport. 
In th at event the city 
should, I think, have control of the levee so 
as to be able to see that it is sufficiently 
guarded during high water. 
In caae the 
drainage canal is abandoned and the pamp- 
ing system is adopted, which will be done 
eventually, I think then the interest of the 
city in th at levee in a manner ceases. 
The views of J . R. W ilkinson were given 
as {■ llows: 
Q —W hat is your opinion in regard to 
plans proposed of raiding the city levees to a 
uniform hight of fonr feet above high-water 
mark of 1881 ? 
A .—I believe it a wise precaution to do so. 
I think the north and east levees perfectly 
secure at present, but the action certainly 
will do no harm and will tend to give greater 
confidence. 
From Seventh street to the 
American river bridge the levee is at no 
place less than three feet and six inches above 
the highest water mark, and the width of the 
levee at the highest line the water reached is 
not less than ¿2 feet. 
This is true of the en­ 
tire distance from Seventh street to the 
bridge, and it is solid beyond question from its 
use as a railroad track for the past 1G years. 
This levee is also protected on the river side 
ninety per cent, of the way by a dense growth 
of small tim ber and brush, which will pre­ 
vent injury occurring from a north wind. 
A t the point opposite Mrs. W aldron’s place, 
or the Burns’ slough locality, the statem ent 
made by Mr. Knox I regard as correct, and 
the river should bo prevented from coming 
nearer to the levee. 
The danger would come 
from the river catting into the quicksand for­ 
mation beneath the base of the levee, and 
this can be prevented by taking steps to keep 
the river channel from approaching the levee. 
From the American-river bridge to Brighton 
the levee is even more secure than it is on 
this side. 
If any person will take the pains 
to go along th at levee from the bridge to 
Brighton, he will see th at there is no sign 
of washing or cutting by the current from 
last w inter’s flood, and a person going there 
to make repairs would be unable to find a 
place 
requiring 
any 
attention 
w hat­ 
ever. 
As 
to 
the 
hight 
or 
strength 
of 
th at portion of the city’s 
defenses, 
the water at no place between the bridge 
and Brighton came nearer than seven or 
eight feet of the top of the levee, at the 
highest point reached last winter, and the 
levee was not less than 50 feet in breadth at 
that line in all places. 
The only thing from 
which any damage would be likely to occur, 
would be a strong and long-continued north­ 
east wind daring a very high stage of water, 
and, a3 all know, winds from th at direction 
are not heavy nor of long duration. 
y .—W hat do you think of the plan pro­ 
posed of facing the levee with cobble or 
rubble atone ? 
A .—I don’t thick it is necessary nor ad­ 
visable, for the north levee, from Seventh 
street to the American river bridge, is amply 
protected by the undergrow th of trees and 
brush, which I have referred to, except per­ 
haps in a few places. 
These can be protected 
at a very slight expense by the 
appli­ 
cation 
of 
stone 
judiciously 
placed, 
cr 
by 
planting 
out 
Bermuda grass 
along the slope and letting it turf over. 
I t 
would do no harm to face the whole levee 
with this grass, and, íd fact, it wou’d be de­ 
sirable to do so, and it could be done a t a 
very small expense compared w ith facing it 
with atone. 
By raising the track to a uni­ 
form hight of four feet above the highest 
water, as proposed ; facing the levee with 
grass, and perhaps with stone in a few places 
as mentioned ; by protecting this growth of 
small trees and brush, so they may form a 
barrier against the action of waves when 
driven by strong winds, and by keeping the 
river from approaching nearer in the vicinity 
of Burns’ slough or Sm ith’s gardens. I regard 
this levee as in every way perfecil,’ secure. 
y —How about the city front ? 
A .—I think the levee below R street should 
be raised and strengthened as proposed by 
the Trustees, and also for a short distance 
above Q street, which I understand is to be 
raised, independent of the propositions to bs 
voted upon. 
_ 
Q —W hat do yon think of the proposition 
In regard to pumping the sewage and drain­ 
age of the city ? 
A .—I think the city will have to come to 
that in the near future, as other cities simi­ 
larly situated have already done. I am satis­ 
fied th at within a few years the outlet of the 
present drainage canal will be filled up from 
the raising of the beds of the Cosumnes and 
Mokelumne rivers, thus destroying what little 
fall the cinal at present possesses, and ren­ 
dering it entirely useless. 
I t is only a ques­ 
tion, therefore, whether the plan of pumping 
shall be adopted now or he deferred for a few 
years longer.
